SPECIAL  GROUP  OF  ROMAN  GOLD  COINS 
Caesarea  Gold  Hoard 

The  following  group  of  18  gold  aureii  were  found  together  in  a  shallow  sand  bank  in  the  sea  at  Caesarea  in  Israel.  Under  a  magni¬ 
fying  glass,  the  surfaces  of  these  coins  show  the  results  of  centuries  under  sea  water-an  excellent  pedigree  on  their  provenance. 

Caesarea  was  a  flourishing  Roman  sea  port  in  Judea  during  the  first  three  centuries.  Caesarea  is  located  a  few  miles  south  of  Haifa 
and  due  to  erosion  from  the  sea,  is  now  mostly  submerged.

RICHARD  L.  BONNER 


Although  a  native  North  Carolinian,  Dick  Bonner  has  been  a  Californian 
since  1909.  He  received  his  B.S.  in  Business  Administration,  went  to 
work  for  the  City  of  Los  Angeles,  and  subsequently  received  his  M.S.  in 
Public  Administration  by  attending  U.S.C.  night  classes. 

Bonner  worked  for  the  City  of  L.A.  for  40  years;  10  with  the  Bureau  of 
Budget  and  Efficiency  and  30  as  General  Manager  of  the  Department  of 
Animal  Regulations,  where  he  gained  a  national  reputation  by  his  knowl¬ 
edge,  methods  and  innovations  in  the  field  of  animal  care  and  control. 
Mayor  Bowron  also  utilized  his  talents  and  expertise  as  a  budget  and  fis¬ 
cal  adviser  and  as  his  personal  Mason  with  the  City  Council  and  Commit¬ 
tees  on  budget  and  financial  matters. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  Bonner  found  "Ancient  History"  a  boring  and 
dry  subject  in  high  school,  it  was  about  this  time  that  the  Bonner  Col¬ 
lection  began  with  2  leptons,  a  tribute  penny,  soon  followed  by  a 
Shekel  of  Tyre.  He  was  intrigued  and  fascinated  by  almost  anything  and 
everything  pertaining  to  biblical  times,  places,  people,  events  and  things. 
He  became  an  avid  pursuer  and  purchaser  of  ancient  Jewish  coins,  along 
with  Roman  and  Greek,  etc.  that  were  bible  related  or  historically 
significant.

Though  impatient  and  perhaps  too  enthusiastic  in  his  early  buying, 
"Dick"  followed  good  advice  and  bought  the  best  of  what  he  could  find 
and  afford.  As  do  other  collectors,  he  bought  "not  so  good  coins"  of 
those  he  didn’t  have,  always  with  the  hope  of  getting  better  ones  to  ul¬ 
timately  replace  them,  which  he  did  in  most  instances.  Again  like  most, 
if  not  all  collectors,  his  regrets  arise  not  with  the  coins  he  bought,  but 
with  those  he  didn't. 

His  retirement  from  the  City  afforded  him  more  opportunity  to  concentrate  on  the  study  and  acquisition  of  ancient  coins  and  allowed 
him  to  travel  in  those  lands  whose  early  coinage  had  created  and  motivated  his  great  interest. 

Bonner's  quest  for  the  rarely  encountered  coin  and  his  willingness  to  pay  premium  prices  has  brought  together  this  outstanding  collec¬ 
tion  of  ancient  coins. 

As  you  study  the  Bonner  collection  of  ancient  coins,  give  special  notice  to  the  many  scarce  and  semi-scarce  coins  in  superb  condition. 

Judean  coins  were  Richard  Bonner's  specialty  and  it  is  here  where  his  efforts  result  in  one  of  the  finest  and  most  complete  collections 
of  its  kind.  There  are  several  unique  and  many  outstanding  rarities  in  the  Judean  section.  The  many  shekels,  half  shekels  and  tetra- 
drachms  offer  the  collector  a  unique  opportunity  to  acquire  one  of  these  famous  coins.  The  collection  contains  three  different  coins  of 
Herod  Philip  II  and  three  different  specimens  of  Herod  Antipas.  Mr.  Bonner's  accumulation  of  Second  Revolt  coins  is  perhaps  the  high¬ 
light  of  the  Judean  Collection.  It  has  been  years  since  some  of  these  coins  have  come  to  light,  and  may  be  many  more  years  until  they 
are  seen  again. 

Bonner  has  been  collecting  for  almost  50  years,  solely  for  his  own  personal  pleasure  and  with  no  thought  of  ever  parting  with  his  coins. 
He  derives  great  joy  from  locating  and  acquiring  long-wanted  coins  and  treats  them  with  awe  and  reverence.  It  is  his  sincere  hope  that 
the  new  owners  will  have  these  same  feelings  of  pride  and  pleasure  in  possessing  these  tiny  and  cherished  little  links  with  antiquity.

Ancient  Judean  Weights

JUDEA,  circa  1200-900  B.C.  Five  archaic  stone  weights  used  in  Judea  and  Israel  from  1200 
to  900  B.C.  Each  weight  is  spherical  in  shape  with  a  flat  side  to  prevent  rolling.

Each  of  the  first  four  pieces  is  made  from  a  different  type  of  stone.  The  Reva  appears  to  be 
made  from  the  same  type  of  stone  as  the  Shekel.  These  weights  were  used  to  weigh  gold  bul¬ 
lion  or  precious  jewelry,  such  as  might  have  been  taken  out  of  Egypt  in  the  Exodus.  In  fact, 
these  weights  might  well  be  the  most  ancient  of  all  Jewish  artifacts. 

This  is  the  complete  set  of  Jewish  precious  metal  weights  (up  to  the  double  shekel)  and  is  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  the  only  complete  set  to  exist  outside  of  Israel.  PHOTO

THE  NINE  MUSES 

These  nine  maidens,  daughters  of  Jupiter  and  Mnemosyne,  were  the  goddesses  of  song,  poetry  and  the  arts  and  sciences.  They 
were  worshiped  at  Rome  in  company  of  Apollo,  God  of  Song.  In  about  68-66  B.C.,  the  moneyer  Q.  Pomponius  Musa  struck  a 
series  of  denarii  to  commemorate  these  namesakes  of  his.  They  were  all  depicted  with  attributes  appropriate  to  their  place  in 
the  heavenly  choir.

814)  is  of  excessive  rarity  and  will  most  likely  bring  a  record 
price.  The  coin  of  Thalia,  Muse  of  Comedy,  is  also  an  extreme  rarity.  This  specimen  has  a  small  chip  out  of  the  flan,  not  af¬ 
fecting  any  of  the  design  which  is  well  struck  and  extra  fine.  This  is  an  excellent  opportunity  to  acquire  a  complete  set  of  these 
very  rare  coins  of  the  Muses.  We  believe  that  this  is  the  most  complete  offering  of  the  “Muse  Series"  in  modern  times.

FEDERICO  CLAVERI A 


To  collectors  of  Mexican  coinage,  Federico  Claveria  needs  no  introdud 
tion.  His  collection  is  renown  and  has  no  equal.  It  includes  all  period^ 
of  Mexico's  long  numismatic  history,  from  the  establishment  of  thd 
first  mint  in  Mexico  City  in  1536.  He  is  a  self-confessed  "fanatic”  wherl 


it  comes  to  Mexican  coins. 


Claveria,  owner  of  La  Tolteca,  which  manufactures  Mexican  food  foi4 
sale  at  markets  and  his  store,  has  lived  in  Santa  Barbara  since  1 946 J 
shortly  after  his  discharge  from  the  U.S.  Marines,  where  he  had  served 
as  a  combat  photographer.  He  and  his  wife  Bertha  (who  is  co-operatoJ 
of  La  Tolteca),  are  parents  of  two  sons,  Carlos  28  and  Fred  Jr.  211 


Born  in  Mexico  City,  of  Spanish-Basque  parents,  he  grew  up  in  Texas. 
He  has  been  collecting  coins  almost  all  his  life. ..stemming  from  an  adol 
lescent  day  when  he  found  an  1875  German  silver  5  pfenning.! 


Among  the  many  prizes  in  his  collection  are  a  60  peso  set  of  gold,  silver* 
and  copper  coins  minted  in  Oaxaca,  an  extremely  rare  eight  real  piece  of  I 
Louis  I,  dated  1725,  the  early  quarter  real  and  the  two  maravedies  ofl 
Carolus  and  Johanna,  circa  1 542,  a  six-star  Muera  Huerta,  dated  1 914,  a 
two-peso  Surina,  also  of  1914,  a  Parral  peso  de  Bolita  of  1913,  and  the 
eight  real  Royalist  pieces  from  Oaxaca,  dated  1812. 


In  vigorous  bidding  at  a  recent  auction,  he  established  the  then  record, 
since  broken,  for  a  Mexican  coin  when  he  purchased  an  eight  real  coin 
minted  in  1811  at  Real  de  Catorce,  once  a  rich  mining  town,  located  in  the  center  of  the  Mexican  state  of  San  Luis  Potosi.  The  silver 
coin,  one  of  a  very  few  known,  was  added  to  what  is  already  known  as  one  of  the  best  Mexican  coin  collections  in  the  worl 


Claveria  belongs  to  many  coin-oriented  organizations  in  Spain,  Mexico  and  the  United  States,  including  the  Azteca  Numismatic  Society, 
based  in  Los  Angeles,  and  is  a  frequent  writer  and  lecturer  on  all  facets  of  coinage  of  our  neighbors  to  the  south.  In  1963,  he  was  pre¬ 
sented  the  silver  medal  of  Sociedad  Numismatica  de  Mexico,  a  seldom  bestowed  award.  The  silver  medal  literary  award  for  the  best  arti¬ 
cle  in  the  four  1967  issues  of  CALCOIN  NEWS  went  to  Federico  Claveria  for  "The  Peso". 


Claveria  is  still  collecting  eight  reales  of  Mexico  and  with  the  exception  of  a  few  pieces,  we  are  now  privileged  to  have  been  selected  to 
auction  the  balance  of  his  collection.  There  are  many  great  rarities,  which  are  being  offered  in  the  following  pages,  which  include  all 
metals  such  as  gold,  silver,  and  copper  coins.  We  suggest  that  you  carefully  study  the  following  lots,  as  many  of  the  coins  are  being  of¬ 
fered  at  public  acution  for  the  first  time.

This  is  the  Shuhart  specimen  listed  in  his  catalogue  of  Oct.  25,  1968.  He  describes  the  coin 
as  UNIQUE  and  shows  a  letter  from  Robert  I.  Nesmith  authenticating  it.  Although  Mr. 

Nesmith  places  this  coin  in  the  early  series  as  No.  7,  p.  75  we  feel  that  it  is,  indeed,  a  late 
series  coin  and  should  precede  No.  47.  Our  reasons  for  placing  the  coin  in  the  late  series  are: 

1.  The  style  of  the  piece  is  definitely  that  of  the  coins  of  the  late  series. 

2.  Carolus'  name  is  spelled  CHAROLVS,  whereas  the  early  series  almost  invariably  is  spelled 
with  a  K.  cf.  Nesmith  p.  95. 

3.  The  trefoil  at  the  end  of  the  reverse  legend  was  probably  used  in  1545,  according  to 

Nesmith  who  places  the  M - G  coinage  of  the  late  series  in  1542-1545.  cf.  p.  97. 

A  copy  of  Mr.  Nesmith's  authenticating  letter  will  accompany  this  coin. 

No  other  quarter  real  of  the  late  series  is  known,  whereas  three  quarter  reals  of  the  early  series

Louis  I  was  the  first  son  of  Philip  V  and  Maria  Louisa  of  Savoy.  He  was  born  on  the  25th  of  August,  1707.  Philip  V  abdicated  on 
Jan.  10,  1724  in  favor  of  his  16  year-old  son,  who  only  lived  for  seven  months  as  King.  The  very  few  coins  struck  for  Louis  I  were 
always  treasured  by  all  Spanish-speaking  people;  and  for  this  reason  most  of  the  surviving  pieces  have  been  holed  for  wearing  on  a 
chain.  The  coins  of  the  Mexico  mint  are  only  known  in  denominations  of  8  Escudos  (Unique),  8  Reales,  4  Reales,  and  Half-Real. 
We  present,  here,  a  complete  set  of  the  silver  coins  of  the  Mexico  mint  in  perfectly  round  specimens.

This  great  rarity,  the  keystone  of  Mexican  numismatics,  is  probably  the  only  specimen  of  this  coin 
without  a  hole  in  private  hands.  The  only  other  specimen  we  could  trace  is  in  the  Madrid  mint 
Museum  and  is  probably  the  coin  pictured  in  Dasi.  In  view  of  these  facts,  we  would  not  be  sur¬ 
prised  if  this  beautiful  coin  sets  a  new  record  high  for  a  Mexican  coin.  The  previous  high  was 
$15,000.00  paid  by  a  prominent  Texas  collector  for  the  Provisional  de  Valladolid  8  Reales,  1813 
with  3  counterstamps  sold  in  our  Pradeau  Part  III  sale  of  Nov.  1971.  There  has  been  a  great  inter¬ 
est,  of  late,  in  important  rarities  in  all  fields  of  collecting.  A  1794  U.S.  Dollar  sold  recently  for 
$110,000.00  and  a  Ming  porcelain  vase  brought  One  Million  Dollars.  Paintings  have  been  sold  for 
well  over  a  million  and  each  new  offering  brings  forth  new  record  prices.  This  coin,  whatever 
record  price  it  brings,  is  not  only  a  collector  s  dream  piece,  but  also  a  tremendous  investment  for 
the  future.  Perhaps,  someday,  this  numismatic  rarity  will  take  its  place  alongside  the  Ming  vase  or 
the  Picasso  painting.

MAUNDY  MONEY 

i  ancient  times  the  ceremony  of  Maundy  Thursday  consisted  in  foot-washing  only.  The  monarch  washed  the  feet  of  as  many  poor
